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INTRODUCTION 

The recent past exploration for the botanical 
collections from the district of Nalanda and 
Trikut Hill of Santhal Pargana district of Bihar 
state advocate the trends to maintain its 
wilderness. Though frequent intervention by 
human as well as animals disturb its tranquility, 
the over all situation still exhibits its appearance. 
The occurrence of 191 (in this 1st part) botanical 
specimens deserves in-situ existence. The plants 
collected are kept for enrichment of Central 
National Herbarium after identification of the 
specimens. The specimens have been listed here 
districtwise and arranged in alphabetical order 
with reference after being confirmed of their 
identity. The collections were performed apart 
from the above authors by Shri.
